The matter of the highway front

could be gotten to by the Com mis­ 
sion, if the requirements w ere met 
by the ixeople along the way, anti 
that w ill be done beyond question, 
just as quickly as human agencies 
can accomplish it, because the peo­ 
ple affected by the highway are in­ 
terested. 
This leaves Comanche County 
with the only recognised National 
Highway, as being the one through 
from Oorrnan, De Leon, and Co 
manche, and if we have more we 
moat work for them.
